or covetous;and again how freely a man may 
ſpend his Eftate,and yer be no prodrgall. He 
hath ſo c:rcumſpeft and warchfull an eye 
upon all his affarres,that you may ſee he had

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had been permitted by the ſevereſt kind 
of cruelty ro take vengeance of their own 
vertxes, and render themſelves ren times 
more the wretched Captives, and deſpica- 
ble ſlaves, pf their own Tyrannicall Luſts, 
and Arheiſticall Hemours then before. In- 
deed an Atherſft and a Gentleman in the opi- 
nion of many , have fora lcng time been 
eicher Synonymons, Or at leaſt Convertible 
rermes: Idare nor, I confeſſe, have ſuch 
hard rhoughts of all,though 1 could heartily 
wiſh, they would rather take ſome pains 
by their /zves and Converſations to prove 
this to be an ab[ard, then ſtretch their 
lungs to cry out upon it,and ſwear it to be a 
raſh and uncharitable Cenſure, 

Indeed,if on the one ſide,in a feigned ſhow 
of Religion to exclaim againlt drunkenneſſe . 
and ſwearing, and other ſuch like /owd and 
open Prophaneneſles, will ſuffice ro Deno- 
minate the Sat: Or if on the other fide 
to Cry Out upon H 1pocricy and Injuſtice,

orelſe they ate the v1o/ext motions of a re- 
pengefull ſoul, which frees it ſelf at the pro- 
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ſperity of the wicked, and had rather ſee its 
exennes miſerable,then it ſelf ſober and good. 
This 1s 1n truth that which many have 
rhought enough to give either party the 
title of rel1g1oas : bur how chey make good 
their claim cothis title in their Aftons, it 
is but roo vihible. , 

Certainly 1f the Gent/emayns life and or- 
dinary Converſation may be thought (as it 
ought to be) the beſt z»dex to point us out 
to h1s opimion ; we ſhall have much adoe to 
meet in moſt of thoſe that own that name, 
with a good Op:z1on either of God or Religi= 
on, Molt of them (I am ſure the younger 
ſorr) do grudge either of theſe the leaſt 
place in their d:ſcourſe, and therefore, ir is 
ro be fear'd as little in. their thoughts. 
They would as ſoon,nay much ſooner make 
choice of a'Tinker or a Fidler, then of a 
Rel:g10#5 man for their Compamon, Alas, 
ſuch an one would ſpoyl all their wrth, & 
make their very /ves, by. plunging them 
into a" melaxcholy mood, meer torments to 
them.

and Nobility in them. To behold them there 
Contending for the Vittory over a pot,and ta- 
king tne meaſure of their Gallamry by the 
ſtrength of their Brains,or Capacity of their 
Belles : ro hear them there drawing up 
with ſo mueh complacency an rventory 

and Catalogue of all their ſinfull extrava- 
gances, and in a doxble proportion inter- 
mixing their prophaneneſſes with their wine: 
whilſt they drink, wine with a ſong and prove 
themſelves mighty to drink ſtrong drink: To 


hear 
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hear rhem roaring themſelves oat of breath, 
never taking leave of rheir we , bur of 
cheir ſenſes roo : nor forbearing their Oarhs 
'rill rhey be able to ſpeak no more ; would 
you believe theſe men could ever be fo 
ſober, as to mention the names of Chriſtian 
or Gentleman ? 

And yet 'tis moſt certain aswell as ſad, 
that you can never be more ſure. ro meer 
with our Gertry 1n any place, then at theſe 
Academnes of fin, and Narſeris of wnclean- 
neſſe, there exerciſing their abitsties, and 
making themſelves expert in all thoſe arts 
whereby chey may molt gratifie Sathar,
